"In

course, it will be possible to ef- 
fect additional economies, reduce 
appropriations, but in others, such 
as the welfare department, It is 
probable that increased costs will 
make necessary increased approp- 
riations," Governor Davey said. 


Balance Five Millions 


Indications are now, the gover- 


nor added, that the state 
will 


have a comfortable, unencumber- 
ed balance in the treasury at the 
end of thi.s year. He said he hoped 
this might be as much as $5,000,- 
000. 


Pointing to the need 
for 
im- 


provements and new buildings at 
state Institutions, 
the 
governor 


said it is his hope that a five-year 
or ten-year building program can 
be worked out that can be finan- 
ced out of current revenues. 


"We shall try to obtain federal 


aid for such a program, if federal 
funds are still to be available," 
he added. 


The governor will confer next 


month with a committee repre- 
senting the probate judges of the 
state over a proposed plan for re- 
vamping the state's present laws 
governing institutional

Famous Flier Not Reported 


Since Leaving Dublin 


Two Days Ago 


LONDON1, Nov. 25— (UP)— The 


whereabouts of Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh, trans-Atlantic flier, be- 
came an international mystery to- 
day despite the insistence of mem- 
bers of his household that he was 
safe. 


The Lindbergh estate in Kent 


and the Croydon airport were de- 
Juged 
with 
telephone 
calls in- 


quiring for the flier, unreported 
for more than 24 hours after he 
left Dublin on the short flight to 


* 


The mystification and interest 


increased hourly when it 
became 


generally known Lindbergh was 
not reported anywhere in the Brit- 
ish Isles after his departure from 
Dublin by airplane presumably for 
Croydon. 


His disappearance was compli- 


cated by the fact that the flier 
frequently keeps his destinations 
secret when flying about the coun- 
try here or at home in the United 
States. 


The United Press inquired at 


Dublin, Belfast, Croydon and at 
Cardiff, 
in Wales, where Lind- 


bergh has relatives— but without 
locating anyone who would admit 
having seen the flier or knowing 
his present whereabouts. 


Several of the telephone calls 


to his residence were said to be 
trans-Atlantic — and the 
mystery 


deepened with the passing of the 
second day since Lindbergh waved 
farewell to friends at Dublin.

which links branches alt over the 
world, whose headquarters are in 
Moscow. 


It dl*a».nor mention Russia, and 


Russia denies that the interna- 
tional is connected with the Rus- 
sian government. 


Secret Clause* Hinted 


Abroad it was reported despite 


denials that the agreement con- 
tains secret clauses providing for 
diplomatic and military coopera- 
tion. 


As it is, the agreement as an- 


nounced, with three brief articles 
and supplements, was a bitter de- 
nunciation of communism. 


It calls the work of the interna- 


tional a menace to the 
internal 


welfare of nations and to world 
peace, accusing it of aiming to 
disintegrate all 
existing govern- 


ments by all possible means. 


It provides for exchange of in- 


formation regarding the work of 
the international and, in supple- 
ments, provides 
first 
for 
the 


"harshest measures within existing 
laws against those at 
home or 


abroad, directly or indirectly, act- 
ing in the interests of the com- 
munist. International or 
favoring 


its work of destruction; "second- 
ly stipulating that 
the govern- 


ments will cooperate to provide in- 
formation and effect propaganda 
measures to combat the interna- 
tional. A permanent committee is 
set up to propose measures to be 
taken.

May Defeat Rebels 


As the refugees packed today, 


^ sources close to the government 


began to predict privately, for the 
first time since the siege began, 
that the loyalists are going to beat 
off the nationalist attack. 


They have repelled attack after 


attack in the last few days, and 
this morning, dawning cold and 
gray, found loyalist troops nearly 
surrounding the nationalists 
in 


some positions—notably between 
500 and 600 In University City, in 
the northwest suburbs, and 2,000 
in the Casa De Campo. 


Prisoners taken in the Univer- 


sity City fighting, it was asserted, 
included Moors only 16 years old 
who told their captors that the 
nationalist forces were decreasing 
steadily In number in the fighting. 


The Italian and German embas- 


sies, seized by the government be- 
cause Italy and Germany recog- 
nized the nationalists, were under 
heavy machine gun guard 
after 


their forced evacuation. Police in- 


jk sisted that in the German embassy 


they found three boxes of hand 
grenades and a supply of rifles, re- 
volvers and machine guns. 


Charge D'Affaires Eric C. Wen- 


delin organized the work of as- 
sembling the American refugees 
who elected to go to the coast. He 
was aided by Col. Stephen O. Fu- 
qua, military attache; 
John 
D. 


Johnson, consul, and Bolard More, 
vice counsul. 


All night the refugees collected 


their trunks and furniture. 


"It will be the strangest Thanks- 


giving I ever spent," said Miss Vir- 
ginia McKay, of Colorado Springs, 
a resident for 18 months and now 
one of the refugees. "But maybe it 
will lead to a real one hereafter."

NEW YORK — If King Edward j 


weds Wallis 
Simpson, will 
the 


ceremony be performed by silver- 
haired, 73-year-old Dr. Cosmo Gor- 
don Lang, His Grace, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, primate of 
the Church of England and Metro- 
politan ? 


The archbishop is very indepen- 


dent minded, and there have been 
rumors that he has disapproved of 
such a union. 


The archbishop, who does not 


agree with others' 
opinion on 


many subjects, has an interesting 
background, as has the high cleri- 
cal office which he fills. 


Four centuries ago King Henry 


VIII expelled the Catholic church, 
divided his protestant kingdom 
into two dioceses, the archbishop- 
ric of York for the north of Eng- 
land; the archbishopric of Canter- 
bury, containing London, the capi- 
tal, became the more important. 


And down the centuries, always 


His Grace, the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, has officiated at all state 
occasions, such as the births, mar- 
riages, coronations and deaths of 
Britain's 
monarchg. 
It 
is a 


mighty office, an honored one, and 
its holder, behind him the century- 
old tradition of loyalty and reli- 
gious faith, wields influence in 
England second only to that of the 
throne. 


Archbishop Lang is an astute 


diplomat, well versed in palace 
corridor strategy. 
A sagacious, 


energetic, 
acid-tongued church- 


man, the archbishop has been cer- 
tain of his own destiny since 26, 
when, on the eve of being called 
to the bar, instead he suddenly 
turned to take up holy orders, 
shocked by poverty he had seen 
in London's notorious East End. 


Dr. Lang's Great Moment 


Given a pulpit in Leeds, north- 


ern England industrial town, Dr. 
Lang remained three years, then 
went to Oxford university to be- 
come an instructor. 
His great 


moment came, when transferred 
to the famous shipping town of 
Portsea, directly across from the 
Isle of Wight, where Queen Vic- 
toria vacationed in summer, the 
young clergyman's 
Sunday ser- 


mons earned him praise from Her 
Majesty. 


Upon her return to London, this 


blue-eyed, 
eloquent, 
handsome 


priest became one of her court 
chaplains. 
He remained one of 


her favorites. 
During his long 


days, he helped 
establish 
boys' 


clubs, believing that sports were a 
great bar to adolescent mischief, 
earned a great reputation as a 
preacher by his Sunday sermons,

Dr. Lang, at 37, was ap- 
pointed. .When a few months lat- 
er, he spurned an offer to become 
Archbishop of Montreal, gossips 
said the young churchman had his 
eyes on the Archbishopric of York, 
England's second highest protest- 
ant post. They were correct. And 
at 44, aided by his great friends — 
Queen Victoria's son, King Edward 
VII, 
and Prime Minister Asquith 


—Lang received the coveted York 
post. 


Ascends to Archbishopric 


His ascension to the Archbishop- 


ric of Canterbury came 
a few 


years later, partly by accident. His 
predecessor, the 80-year-old, gentle 
Dr. Davidson, twice rebuffed by 
parliament over the publication of 
the English prayerbook, resigned. 
It was the first resignation from 
the Canterbury post in the history 
of the church, and within, a fort- 
night Dr. Lang became the new 
archbishop. 


His installation in pomp and 


pageantry ranks just below that 
of his king. Awakened in Lam- 
beth palace, traditional residence 
of 
England's 
primate, 
to 
the 


clamor of cathedral bells, the arch- 
bishop-elect attends holy commun- 
ion 
in Westminster Abbey, is 


dressed in rich robes, and falls in 
line behind the highest dignitaries 
of the state at the west doorway. 
A priest bears his train. 


Then finally he is led into a 


chape! and seated in the ancient 
marble chair of St. Augustine, and 
reads a service in Latin. 
Taking 


up the Episcopal cross in his left 


hand, the archbishop-elect raises 
his right 
hand and pronounces 


prayers. 
In that instant he be- 


comes the new Archbishop of Can- 
terbury. 


Dr. Lang's appointment aroused 


criticism that he was too conserv- 
ative. 
Soon he solved the prayer 


book squabble, and down the years 
his acid wit and observation have 
earned him a reputation of almost 
being ahead of the times. 
Occa- 


sionally from thepulpit, often from 
his peer's seat in the house of 
lords, His Grace, Cosmo Cantua- 
rius (his official 
church name,) 


has thundered against social evils, 
or 
clamored for 
enactment of 


ideals he holds clear. 


. Advocates irth Control 


At a bishops' conference in his 


residence several years ago, he 
said, "Speaking for myself, I be- 
lieve we have almost ignored the 
fact that there has been .a revolu- 
tion in the customs of married life. 
I believe that some form 'of birth 
control should be permitted." 


A bitter enemy of Nazi persecu- 


tion of the Jews, the archbishop 
now has moderated his tone. He 
has demanded, indeed, that the 
world recognize that Germany has 
a new and, perhaps, permanent 
set of rulers. 
A great friend of 


J. P. Morgan, the American bank- 
er, the archbishop frequently sails 
aboard the latter's yacht, Corsair, 


j 
In recent years, the archbishop 


has become "more human". 
Re- 


cently he scolded his clergymen for 
preaching dull sermons and pre- 
dicted churches would soon 
be 


empty unless such dullness were 
banished from Sunday meetings. 


Close to Ring George 


A bosom friend of the late King 


George, Canterbury held the hand 
of the dying monarch, and it was 
he who informed Kclward, standing 
by, that he was the new king. Of

All night the refugees collected 
their trunks and furniture. 
“It will be the strangest Thanks­ 
giving I ever spent,’' said Miss Vir­ 
ginia McKay, of Colorado Springs, 
a resident for 18 months and now 
one of the refugees.

CHEAP DOMESTIC "JUICE" 


A CCORDING to an official of the Gener- 
*^ al Electric Company, electric power 
output this year will be 19.4 per cent above 
the 1929 figure, and domestic use will be 
85 per cent highei* than the 1929 level. 
This favorable status of home consumption 
of current reflects widened 
demand for 


power - consuming apparatus but in any 
scientific research for the relationship of 
cause to effect the cost factor will have to 
be given due weight. 


Federal statistics record that the nation- 


\vide average price for electricity for do- 
mestic use was 8.1 cents per kilowatt hour, 
thirty years ago, and that in 1933 it was 
6.1 cents. That is only half the story, or 
less. These are national averages of local 
highs and lows. Domestic consumption has 
been increased largely by developing the 
use of electricity for service other than 
lighting, and this extended use has been 
von by offering the inducement of a lower 
rate for higher volume of current consump- 
tion. 


Corporation management has found pro- 


fit in making current cheaper, and in so 
doing has built up a type of patronage bet- 
ter able than commercial service to stand 
up under the strain of depression years. 
The domestic consumer, whose patronage 
continues to grow, has been a life-saver to 
the power purveyors in their time of trou- 
ble.

SHOULD NEW DEAL COMPROMISE 


Tir/ASHINGTON — The old powder keg, 
™ the power issue, is sizzling within the 
New Deal again, and may break out into 
the open at any moment. 


This time it is not going to be a Con- 


gressional fight like the Holding Corpora- 
tion Bill row, but a war involving such im- 
portant projects as the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 


Chief issue at stake is whether the N'uvv 


Deal should compromise with the power 
companies. 


Liberals inside the Administration say 


Roosevelt's overwhelming election is 
a 


passport to the President to push the pow- 
er fight to the limit. They want no com- 
promise. 


Pseudo-liberals and consei'vatives 
iay 


the President should now work out a sys- 
tem whereby the Government and private 
power companies can 
cooperate. 
They 


propose the British "grid" system, or pow- 
er pool, by which the generating and trans- 
mitting equipment of both public and pri- 
vate plants is consolidated into a single net- 
work, operated by a joint board on which 
the public and the private power companies 
are both represented. 


Object of the Grid System is to eliminate 


costly competition between private and 
public projects.

Those advocating the Grid System or 


Power Pool are: 


LOUIS BRANDEIS WEHLE, nephew 
of Justice Brandeis, and a Harvard 
classmate of the President's now a 
New York lawyer for Prudential Life 
and other firms with investments in 
power companies. 
ALEXANDER SACHS, rotund, gen- 
ial economist for the Lehman Corp., 
banking firm; also General Johnson's 
first economic adviser in NRA. 
BASIL MANLY, pseudo-liberal vice- 
chairman of the Federal Power Com- 
mission. 
DR. ARTHUR E. MORGAN, crotch- 
ety, hard-working chairman of TVA. 
Chief opponents to the Power Pool are: 
DAVID E. L1LIENTHAL, crusading 
director of TVA. 
J. D. ROSS, idealistic member of the 
Securities-Exchange Commission, and 
former supei'intendent of the Seattle 
power system, largest and most suc- 
cessful municipal plant in the country. 


RENEWED FIGHT 


But just as he sailed for South America, 


the issue cropped up agaiu. 


It arose as a result of increasing friction 


between Dave Lilienthal and A. E. Mor- 
gan, both executives of TVA. 
The two 


men have been getting on each other's 
nerves. Last spring Morgan served notice 
on the White House that if Lilienthal were 
reappointed (his term was up in June), he, 
Morgan, would resign. 


Roosevelt serenely reappointed Lilien- 


Morgan did not resign. Now it be- 


gins to look as if the President hoped that 
he would. In fact, when the President re- 
turns, Morgan's retirement would not sur- 
prise inner White House advisers.

Winter vacations are distinctly 


in the luxury class for most of us, 
but for a few classes of people 
they approach the necessary. 


First of these, are the oldish 


people from the age of 65 on. 
Those who are on the way to old 
age and those who have accom- 
plished it. 
Although penumonia 


has been called the old man's 
friend by Dr. Osier, because it puts 
them out of their troubles, most 
of us, as Dr. VV, A. Evans used to 
say, are willing to avoid that kind 
of friend, or postpone an Introduc- 
tion as long as possible. And cer- 
tainly there is a relationship be- 
tween winter weather and pneu- 
monia and bronchitis. To be in a 
southern climate is to help avoid 
meeting this friend. 


As time goes on we are more 


and more sensitive to cold. Sun- 
shine and mild outdoor weather 
are great boons to the elderly, 
especially saving them the con- 
finement and dangers of our arti- 
ficially warmed houses. 


Sinus Sufferers Helped 


Another group that are saved 


from 
such 
misery 
and 
actual 


danger by going on winter vaca- 
tions are the sinus sufferers and 
chronic bronchitis victims. There 
is no question that they do better 
in a warm, sunshiny and especially 
dry climate. 


Sinus infections occur in highly 


vascular and spongy tissues that 
swell and ebb to the influence of 
temperature 
and 
humidity, and

the change from our dry artificial- 
ly heated houses to the damp out- 
doors cold in the winter time 
makes them do a dance that dams 
up secretions and is bound to have 
a bad effect. 


Then there are people who have 


a residuum of a chronic bronchitis, 
which lights up at the approach of 
winter. They begin by having one 
cold after another, and then the 
interval between them gets short- 
er, until they have a cold all the 
time, and about March they have 
to take to bed for a while and 
don't really get back into shape 
until mid-June. For 
them 
the 


winter vacation spot is truly life 
saving. 
Or at least, health sav- 


ing. It Is a sound financial Invest- 
ment. Better the sunshiny desert 
resort than the seaside places. 


The chronic bronchitic who has 


a cough all the year round, is also 
better off hi a dry, warm, sun- 
shiny climate in the winter. 


The third group that might be 


benefited by a winter vacation 
consists of the growing children. 
Especially under-par children. Nat- 
urally, I do not mean to say that 
all children need to go away for 
the winter. Very few of my read- 
ers, I imagine, had that advantage, 
and their health has not suffered 
from that neglect. Distinctly for 
growing children a winter vaca- 
| tion is in the luxury class rather 
than a necessity. 
But the thin, 


pale, round-shouldered child with 
a tendency to rickets or colds, 
should be given the advantage if 
possible. For them, probably the 
real winter resorts—with winter 
sports and the bracing effect of 
skating and skiing in Canada, 
Saranac, and the New England 
mountains, are the ideal places. 


In selecting a place to go, the 


cities that have the most sunshine 
per annum start off with Phoenix, 
which has 3,752 hours of sunshine 
on the average; San Diego, 3,049; 
Tampa, 2,048; Denver, 2,946; New 
Orleans, 2,579; Honolulu, 2,840; 
Colon, 2,413; Toronto, 2,048.

Conference to Discuss Act at 
Dec. 2 Confab 


CHICAGO, Nov. 25— (U P )—The 
Rey nolds plan, devised by a W is­ 
consin professor seeking aid for 
deserving athletes, became a storm 
center in the Big 10 today after 
editors of the University of Chi­ 
cago student daily urged the Ma­ 
roons to withdraw from the con­ 
ference if it approved the plan. 
This New Deal for athletes will 
go before conference faculty repre­ 
sentatives at their annual w inter 
meeting here Dec. 2. 
It p ro v ides a summer institute 
for sch o la stic and athletic leaders 
among prep school graduates with 
scholarships awarded on the basis 
of intensive examinations at the 
end of the summer session. 
Julian A. Kizer, editor-in-chief 
of the Daily Maroon, attacked the 
plan as a move to bring “prosely - 
ting into the open as a legal device 
to be employ ed by schools in seek­ 
ing athletes.'’ 
Subsidizing? Ob, >l> 
Charging that all except two 
o r three conference schools 
use 
“various undercover methods of 
subsidization,’’ he advocated w ith­ 
drawal from the Big 10 unless it 
“cracked down on existing piac- 
tices of members and adopt a firm 
policy against any form of subsidi­ 
zation.’’ 
Kizer did not list the schools he 
said were recruiting, 
nor 
nam e 
those he gave a clean slate. 
The Rey nolds plan was originat­ 
ed by Robert L. Rey nolds, y outh­ 
ful professor in medieval history 
a t the University of Wisconsin. 
His idea was to place overworked 
athletes on an educational oppor­ 
tunity par with other students car­ 
ry ing less load in outside activity . 
The summer institute would be 
financed by alumni. Students ran k ­ 
ing in the upper brackets both in 
studies and athletics would receive 
scholarships for two y ears to be re­ 
newed autom atically for two more 
y ears if the athletes remain eligi­ 
ble. 
Although the Wisconsin faculty 
has approved the plan, even Rey ­ 
nolds feels the Big 10 may reject 
it. 
“One of

probably will be that it

barrier 
against professionalism,’’ he said. 
“Another is it may tend to increase 
present rivalry and bring
